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10. (Previously Presented) A telephoto lens comprising: 

a first aspheric lens and a second aspheric lens positioned to form a subsystem that 
operates at finite conjugates; and 

a magnifying system positioned to magnify an image of the subsystem, wherein the 
magnifying system comprises a first negative lens, which has a negative focal length. 

1 1 . (Previously presented) The telephoto lens of claim 1 0, wherein the 
magnifying system further comprises a second negative lens, which has a negative focal 
length. 

12. (Previously presented) The telephoto lens of claim 10, wherein the first and 
second aspheric lenses are substantially identical. 

13. (Previously Presented) A telephoto lens comprising: 

a first aspheric lens and a second aspheric lens positioned to form a subsystem that 

operates at finite conjugates; and 

a magnifying system positioned to magnify an image of the subsystem, wherein: 
the first aspheric lens is positioned so that an object is at a focal point of the first 

aspheric lens; and 

the second aspheric lens is positioned so that an image of the first aspheric lens is 
an object of the second aspheric lens. 

14. (Previously presented) The telephoto lens of claim 13, wherein the first and 
second aspheric lenses are substantially identical. 

15. (Previously presented) The telephoto lens of claim 13, wherein the subsystem 

including the first and second aspheric lenses provides unit magnification.

17. (Currently Amended) A telephoto lens comprising: 

a first aspheric lens and a second aspheric lens positioned to form a subsystem; and 
a magnifying system positioned on an image side of the subsystem to magnify an 
image of the subsystem, wherein the magnifying system comprises a first negative lens, 
which has a negative focal length, and a second negative lens, which has a negative focal 
length. 



18. (Currently Amended) A telephoto lens comprising: 

a first aspheric lens and a second aspheric lens positioned to form a subsystem, 
wherein the first and second aspheric lenses are substantially identical; and 

a magnifying system positioned on an image side of the subsystem to magnify an 
image of the subsystem, wherein the magnifying system comprises a first negative lens, 
which has a negative focal length. 



19. (Currently Amended) A telephoto lens comprising: 

a first aspheric lens and a second aspheric lens positioned to form a subsystem of 
unit magnification; and 

a magnifying system positioned on an image side of the subsystem to magnify an 
image of the subsystem, wherein the magnifying system comprises a first negative lens, 
which has a negative focal length. 



20. (Canceled) 
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21. (Previously Presented) The telephoto lens of claim 10, wherein the subsystem 
including the first and second aspheric lenses provides unit magnification. 
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
